*COMMUNICATIONS:

*CUSTODIAL FUND INVESTMENTS: 

Erin Zayac, Senior Treasury Analyst, presented the Quarterly Performance Reviews for the Members’ 

Administration and Benefit Fund Accounts for the quarter ending September 30, 2016.   

 

*CENSUS UPDATE:   

Fourteen residents were admitted to the New Hampshire Veterans Home during the quarter of July 1, 2016 – 

September 30, 2016.  The average age of those residents admitted this quarter was 84.2 years.  All of the 

residents admitted have multiple diagnoses.  As of October 12, 2016, the Home had 198 admitted veterans.  

Tarr/Welch has 7 veterans approved in the candidate pool.  LEDU has 13 veterans approved in the candidate 

pool.   The Home has 93 active applicants.   

 

*BUDGET UPDATE: 

Commandant LaBrecque reviewed the FY17 (July 1, 2016 - June 30, 2017) Financial Summary of the New 

Hampshire Veterans Home as of September 30, 2016. 

 

The New Hampshire Veterans Home’s proposed budget for the FY 2018-2019 biennium has been prepared and 

submitted to the Department of Administrative Services.  

 

*ADMINISTRATION AND BENEFIT FUND ACCOUNTS REPORTS:

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- PROJECTED BUDGET (January 1, 2017 – March 31, 2017):  Armand Plourde presented and explained the 

projected Benefit Fund Budget for the period of January 1, 2017 – March 31, 2017.  Motion was made by  

Benjamin Saxon, seconded by Richard Murphy, to accept this report as presented.  M/C.    

 

*CAPITAL PROJECTS REPORT: 

Armand Plourde provided an update on the New Hampshire Veterans Home’s efforts to date concerning capital 

projects and operational highlights including: ATM update; LEDU 3rd floor addition; Video Cable System 

upgrade; Liberty Utilities contract; VoIP, and Town Hall Video System upgrade.  Armand Plourde explained that 

the Division of Purchase and Property requires that the funds for the RPF of the Town Hall Video System upgrade 

be available to be encumbered in the state financial system.  Motion was made by Robert Blais, seconded by 

Thomas Wiley, to allow the Home to transfer the needed funds from the Citizen checking account to the state 

financial system.
